THE MEDICAL SERVICE CORPggP ART V 


THE ADVENT OF PYETETICS ANDMROOD MANAGEMENT

Like many of the other Medical 
Service Corps specialties, Dietetics 
and Food Management pre-dates the 
founding of the corps. 


In the first decades of the U.S. 
Navy, the shipboard surgeon and sur- 
geon’s mate acted in the role of 
“proto-”dietician - prescribing diets 
for sick and injured Sailors and en- 
suring that naval vessels were suffi- 
ciently supplied with provisions to 
ward off dietary diseases like scurvy. 


For the first decades of the twenti- 
eth century, Navy nurses typically 
took on the role of hospital dieti- 
cians. And hospital diet kitchens and 
kitchen personnel came under the 
jurisdiction of nurses, most of whom 
had some training in dietetics and 
cookery. 


The Navy’s Nurse Corps shortage 
in World War I necessitated the hir- 
ing of the first civilian dieticians. In 
1918, the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery (BUMED) appointed 30 fe- 
male dieticians and assigned them to 
13 naval hospitals. Among these 
pioneers was Doris Daniels who 
sought to “professionalize” the spe- 
cialty by emphasizing the science of 


dietetics and delineating the roles for 
dieticians. While stationed at naval 
hospitals Great Lakes, Mare Island, 
and Philadelphia, Daniels helped to 
spearhead the Navy’s first courses of 
instruction on dietetics specially de- 
signed for physicians, nurses, phar- 
macists and Hospital Corpsmen. 


After the war, BUMED began 
sending Navy nurses to civilian insti- 
tutions like the Miss Frances Farmer 
School of Cookery in Boston, Mas- 
sachusetts for advanced training in 
dietetics. The Farmer School— 
founded in 1902 by its namesake— 
was noted for taking the “scientific 
approach” to food preparation and 
nutrition. Between 1923 and 1930, 
43 Navy nurses graduated from the 
school including future Nurse Corps 
Superintendent, Captain Nellie 
DeWitt. Many of the nurse gradu- 
ates of this program—and others that 
followed—served in dietician billets 
at naval hospital through the 1940s. 


With the advent of the women’s 
naval reserve or Women Accepted 
for Volunteer Emergency Service 
(WAVES), dieticians began entering 
the Navy as commissary officers in 
the Navy Supply Corps. In World 
War IJ, 60 dieticians entered the Sup- 
ply Corps through the WAVES pro- 
gram. By the end of the war, com- 
missary officers could be found at 
naval hospitals and training centers

procurement programs, and working 
in subsistence development laborato- 
ries perfecting rations for Sailors and 
Marines. 


In World War II, Lieutenant Lu- 
cille Rose Clark of Fargo, North Da- 
kota served as one of the first 


WAVES commissary officers. Re- 
maining in service after the war, 
Clark was one of the first women 
selected by the Navy for Regular Du- 
ty. And in January 1949, Clark 
transferred to the Medical Service 
Corps earning the distinction as the 
first dietician in the corps.

Per Sec- 
retary of Defense guidance, the display of official photographs to officer promotion selection 
boards has been prohibited. Please refer to NAVADMIN 247/20 for more information. Board 
correspondence must be received not later than 10 calendar days before board convene date. Of- 
ficers are responsible for ensuring their record is accurate and up-to-date. Utilize the link below to 
access the record management guide. This guide provides instructions and points of contact (POC) 
for updating your record. Detailers can only update some Additional Qualification Designations 
(AQD). Detailers do NOT have access or ability to update other sections of your record. Sending 
detailers anything other than AQDs will only delay the record updating process. If there is no ac- 
tion or response, the primary POC can utilize My Navy Career Center (MNCC). See below for 
MNCC contact information. Promotion Boards see your Officer Summary Record (OSR) and Per- 
formance Summary Record (PSR) when voting on your record “in the tank”. The Board Member 
assigned to brief your record also reviews your fitness reports (FITREP), awards, letters to the 
board and other supporting documentation. While you should verify the accuracy of your entire 
record, you should focus your efforts on ensuring that your OSR, PSR, FITREPs, and awards are 
accurate and up-to-date. While multiple AQDs and awards demonstrate your experience and ac- 
complishments, documented sustained superior FITREP PERFORMANCE in challenging leader- 
ship positions with increasing scope and impact is the best indicator for promotion success.

HOLIDAY MESSAGE FROM RDML MARK E. MORITZ 


Medical Service Corps Officers: 


On the occasion of this holiday season, I thank all the Sailors and officers for protecting borders and 
bringing peace to our lives and our nation; you make our world a better place to live. I wish you have some 
peace in your life. COVID has forever shaped our Nation, and we honor all of you brave men and women 
for the sacrifice you made to heal your communities. I am humbled by all of you for your dedication and 
support to this Country of Freedom. Every Christmas I am reminded of this single poem written by a Unit- 
ed States Marine Corporal, James M. Schmidt, stationed at Marine Barracks, Washington, D.C. 1986: 


as printed in the December 1991 edition of "Leatherneck": 


'Twas the night before Christmas, he lived all alone, 


In a one-bedroom house made of plaster and stone. 
I had come down the chimney, with presents to give 
and to see just who in this home did live. 


As I looked all about, a strange sight I did see, 
no tinsel, no presents, not even a tree.

On the wall hung pictures of a far distant land. 


With medals and badges, awards of all kind, 
a sobering thought soon came to my mind.

I'd heard stories about them, I had to see more, 
so I walked down the hall and pushed open the door. 
And there he lay sleeping, silent, alone, 
Curled up on the floor in his one-bedroom home. 


He seemed so gentle, his face so serene, 
Not how I pictured a U.S. Marine. 
Was this the hero, of whom I’d just read? 
Curled up in his poncho, a floor for his bed? 


His head was clean-shaven, his weathered face tan. 
I soon understood, this was more than a man. 
For I realized the families that I saw that night, 


owed their lives to these men, who were willing to fight. 


Soon around the Nation, the children would play, 
And grown-ups would celebrate on a bright Christmas day. 
They all enjoyed freedom, each month and all year, 
because of Marines like this one lying here. 


I couldn’t help wonder how many lay alone, 
ona cold Christmas Eve, in a land far from home. 
Just the very thought brought a tear to my eye. 

I dropped to my knees and I started to cry. 


He must have awoken, for I heard a rough voice, 
“Santa, don’t cry, this life is my choice 
I fight for freedom, I don’t ask for more. 
My life is my God, my country, my Corps.” 


With that he rolled over, drifted off into sleep, 
I couldn’t control it, I continued to weep. 


I watched him for hours, so silent and still. 
I noticed he shivered from the cold night’s chill. 
So I took off my jacket, the one made of red, 
and covered this Marine from his toes to his head. 


I didn’t want to leave him so quiet in the night, 
this guardian of honor so willing to fight. 

But half asleep he rolled over, and in a voice clean and pure, 
said “Carry on, Santa, it’s Christmas Day, all secure.” 
One look at my watch and I knew he was right, 
Merry Christmas my friend, 

Semper Fi and goodnight.

The Health Facility Plan- 
ning and Project Officer 
(HFPPO) community is a 
small group of Health Care 
Administrators (HCA) special- 
izing in health facility pro- 
gramming, design, and project 
execution. These officers pro- 
vide project management and 
end-user representation 
throughout the facility life- 
cycle from initial demand sig- 
nal through the 
turn-key deliv- 
ery of newly 
completed fa- 
cilities. In 
layman’s 
terms, these 
HCAs work 
behind the 
scenes to build 
the Navy’s 
clinics and 
hospitals. The 
HFPPO spe- 
cialty, former- 
ly known as 
Medical Con- 
struction Liai- 
son Officers 
(MCLO), was established in 
the mid-1960s and continues 
to gain recognition for repre- 
senting Navy Medicine in the 
facility acquisition process. 


The construction of health 
care facilities is a lengthy and 
complex process spanning sev- 
eral years from identifying the 
initial need for a facility solu- 
tion to the delivery of a com- 
plete and fully-equipped facili- 
ty. Facility solutions can be 
small additions to an existing 
facility to large-scale new hos- 
pitals and everything in- 
between. The HFPPO, witha 
strategic focus on where the 
project is headed, attends to 
the thousands of details that go

what differentiates a HFPPO 
from a Civil Engineer Corps 
Officer. Medical facilities re- 
quire unique insight that typi- 
cal constructions projects lack, 
including considerations for 
patient experience, patient 
flow, and ability for the facili- 
ty to flex and adapt to changes 
in beneficiary populations and 
medical specialty needs. The 
HFPPO delivers the buildings 
needed in today’s market with 
a vision for the future. 


HFPPO involvement often 
begins when a facility condi- 
tion or a mission change sug- 
gests a capital investment may 
be needed. Using population, 
staffing, and anticipated mis- 


sion requirement data, HFP- 
POs develop basic facility re- 
quirements or a Program for 
Design (PFD) in accordance 
with Defense Health Agency 
(DHA) and applicable United 
Facility criteria. The PFD in- 
forms the design’s depart- 
ments, functional areas, rooms, 
and the associated square foot- 
age requirements necessary to 
support the anticipated de- 
mand for care. 
In addition to 
the PFD, the 
HFPPO pre- 
pares the ex- 

4 pected equip- 
ment require- 
ments of the 
proposed spac- 
es and high 
level budget- 
ing for the 
project. 


During the 
design of new 
health facili- 
ties, the HFP- 
PO liaisons 
with Navy Facilities Engineer- 
ing Command, the United 
States Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, or other design and con- 
struction agents as required. 
The HFPPO consults with 
health facility subject matter 
experts, base public works, 
and others to ensure the design 
team fully captures the opera- 
tional requirements of the new 
spaces. The HFPPO’s efforts 
include further developing the 
equipment procurement pack- 
age to ensure the built environ- 
ment will support the neces- 
sary equipment with correct 
space and utilities incorporated 
into the design.

HFPPO tours are unique 
and are often embedded at 
construction locations to be- 
come the onsite Navy Medi- 
cine point of contact for all 
requests for information by 
the builder and others related 
to expected operations in the 
new facility. In their role 
supporting the project deliv- 
ery team, HFPPOs work with 
diverse group of clinicians, 
administrators, engineers, 
architects, construction 
trades, and equipment con- 
tractors. HFPPOs act on be- 
half of the end users to allow 
the supported commands to 
attend to their current mis- 
sion operations with minimal 
interruptions. 


Once newly constructed or 
renovated spaces are deliv- 
ered, the HFPPO supports the 
initial outfitting of the build- 
ing, procuring all necessary 
equipment, medical furniture, 
and other personal property 
required by the gaining com- 
mand to function within the 
new facility.

They’re celebrating, and it is 
a U.S.-Palau friendship drop. They 
have a lot of poor people in the villag- 
es and they are going to distribute (the
